No F 19-12/58-PH.— The Food and Agriculture Organisation 
in their Conference held in November, 1957, at Rome recom- 
mended that Member Governments— 

(1) take due account of the nutritional needs of their 
populations in formulating and implementing policies 
anil plans relating to food production and consump- 
tion, including international trade in food, 

(2) establish, where these are needed, national nutrition 
organisations, providing them with adequate authority
